When the editor of The Evening Telegraph suggested a | 


poll of the membership of the Lee County Bar Association, j 
by the bar association itself, to determine the opinion of thej 
lawyers of the county as to the merits of the two candidates | 
for the position of circuit judge, we believed we were on firm i 
ground. We still believe so. We think there is value in thej 
opinion of experts and there is no group better qualified to 
pass on the qualifications of a candidate for the circuit bench 
than the lawyers with whom he has been associating and who 
have watched and evaluated his legal ability throughout the 
years. 


There can now be no doubt that the membership of the 


Lee County Bar Association would have voted overwhelm- 
ingly for Atty. Robert R. Bracken as the logical choice as a 
candidate for the bench from Lee county. State's Attorney 
Fires, who. as one of the three members of the board of gov- 
ernors of the Bar association, had the deciding vote when the 
question of a poll was out before the board, voted NO! Mr. 
Pires is backed by very astute political advice. It seems fair 
to assume that Mr. Pires used his official position on the gov- 
erning board of the Bar association to block any poll to get 
the opinion of the association membership because he believed 
that the vote would go badly against him and very much in 
favor of Mr. Bracken. 


So for all intents and purposes the result is the same as 


if a poll had been taken and the public and the Evening Tele- 
graph and the membership of the Republican Lee county 
central committee have a right to believe that the opinion 
of the Lee County Bar association favors Mr. Bracken for 
circuit judge. The only way we see to change this conclusion 
would be a poll of the Bar association. We guess that will 
not be done. 


The Evening Telegraph's only interest in this coming 


election is to see that the strongest possible candidate is 
nominated by Lee county because we feel that such action 
will assure Lee county of a resident judge. There are strong 
candidates from other counties and Lee county could be 
shouldered out of the running. We are not too interested 
in who the candidate is but we insist that it is imperative that 
Lee corjity go to Freeport with a candidate that is acceptable 
to the other four counties of the judicial district. 


By no means are we even suggesting that anyone hut 


the members of the Republican central committee have the 
right to name the nominee, but we do think the members of 
the central committee are anxious to see Lee county retain 
the judgeship and will want to nominate the man most quali- 
fied to fill it and so we are trying to be helpful when we sug- 
gested a poll of the lawyers to find out who they believe is the 
best qualified man. The members of the Republican central 
committee are expected to express the will of their constitu- 
ents and they want to know what people think and who they 
want. Well, they now can easily figure out who the Lee 
County Bar association wants, even though Mr. Pires. 
through his authority on the board of governors, was able 
to smother our attempt at a fair and secret ballot. That 
action will not help his candidacy.

Says Marx Didn't See Future 


In a column appearing in the Times-Record of Spencer, 


West Virginia, Delmer Hubbell takes a fresh and novel ap- 
proach to the views of Karl Marx, whose Das Kapital is the 
Bible of Communism. He asks, "Why did Marx, in seeking 
.aocial and economic justice for the masses, believe that 
'Mother could ever be achieved under the conditions implicit 
•in capitalism and democracy? 


"The answer is easy. Marx observed the conditions that 


• existed in mid-19th century, when children toiled 12 hours a 
day, when the usual work day waa dawn to dark, when work- 
ers were without organization or protection, when most em- 
ployers actually did exploit their employes, when business 
morality as we know it todayfsvas not even dreamed of. 


"Private ownership of the means of production and prof- 


its seemed hateful to Marx because at that time, in Europe 
and in England, there was no evidence that the system could 
ever create the conditions of social justice that Marx de- 
:«red." 
1 
Mr. Hubbell observes there is much more to the Marxian 


theory than just this. However, as he says further, there 
is good reason for believing that "Marx today would be anti- 
communist and anti-Russian." 


1 
It is perfectly true that Marx saw, at first hand, the very 


• worst results of the industrial revolution. So far as the 
masses of the people were concerned, it was one of the cruel- 
est eras the world has known. And- the point that Mr. Hub- 


1 bell is making is that the modern counterpart of that era is 
• found in the Soviet Union and the other communist states. 
I.They have turned back the clock. Slave labor is common- 
• place, the standard of living is incredibly low. and fear and 
terror rule. When Marx lived, the concentration of power 


• that produced these conditions was held by industrv and com- 
merce. Now. in the communist countries, it is in"the hands 


• of-the government and, as a result, is infinitely more difficult 
to correct. 


Even the trade-unions, which did so much to better the 


lot of working people, particularly in the early days, have 
been victims of communist policies". In Russia and her satel- 
u>e states, they exist—but in name only. They are literally 
a division of the government, run by labor commissars who 
obey to the letter each order of the top government officials. 
Their principal purpose is to hold the workers in line and to 
get rid of dissidents. In a police state, the police and their 
spies -are everywhere and no man who wants to keep on living 
dares to protest, even in the circle of his family. 


Capitalism, by its very nature, tends alwavs to become 


more just, due to forces which can control it." The record 
shows that communism invariably exploits the masses for the 
benefit of av ery small ruling class. 


As is well known in our time, a government mav be to- 


tally tyrannical. An all powerful government wherein all 
the citizens are under tie heel of a dictator, allows no liberty 
to-anyone except the dictator himself. It has been said that 
the authoritarian society is one wherein evervthin? not pro- 
hibited is compulsory. The dictator may. of course, grant 
temporary privileges to some in the same'manner as a prison 
warden grants privileges to a "trusty."•—F. A. Harper.

T: Fear Without Due Cause 


Called Abnormal Reaction 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. D. 


Not long ago a patheDc letter 


came in from a woman who said 
that for 20 years she had been 
deathly afraid of being alone and 
that she had done everything to 
keep company around her. 


Now everyone, including 
this 


woman knows that just being 
alone for a while brings no harm. 
This distressing state of mind, 
therefore, is a phobia or aa ob- 
session. 


Fear is indeed a strange emo- 


tion- 
Only a fool has never been 


afraid. 
Most 
people, 
however, 


when they are frightened, have 
some good reason- 


On the other hand fear when 


there is nothing actually to be 
afraid of is abnormal. There are 
many kinds of abnormal fears 
and they undoubtedly cause a 
lot of suffering to those so af- 
flicted and are not exactly pleas- 
ant for family and friends. 


One of the most common pho- 


bias J3 fear of heights. This car- 
ries the impressive name of acro- 
phobia.' Many people shudder and 
turn away rather than look down 
from some tall building or over 
a cliif. 
Although this is calied 


a phobia there is actually some 
doubt aa to whether it really is 
because great heights are associ- 
ated with some danger, and per- 
haps fear Is normal where there 
is danger. 


There are, however, other ob- 


sessions \\hich certainly are not 
normal 
Among these are auto- 


mysophcbia or the fear of being 
dirty; cherophobia or fear of gai- 
ety: and bibliophobia or dislike 
of books 


Bathophobia, would certainly be 


common among 
children 
if 
it 


meant what is sounds like— but it 
doesn't- 
It means fear of great 


depths and is therefore much like 
acrophobia. 


DON'T _>IAKE FUN OF PHOBIAS 


Or.e 
should not make fun jf 


persons who have phobias or ob- 
sessior-S- 
Thev can't help it and 


are in great distress of mind. The 
cause can sometimes be traced 
to bo:ne shock sustained m child- 
hood but often no cause can be 
discovered. 


What to do about

problem. 
The victim often real- 


izes that the fear is not justified 
by the facts but remains unable 
to do anything about it unless 
aided. 
Medical advice is

equally ineffective 
In 
severe 


cases, however, phobias may be 
only one symptom of some men- 
tal disease. 
In such' cases, a 


psychiatrist should be consulted.

Meld Before Picking Up Pile 


By OSWALD JACOBY

"Th« other night," writes a 


Houston correspondent, "I had 
two jacks in my 
hand 
(among 


other cardsl. The player at my 
right discarded a jack. I put my 
tiv0 jacks on the table, and then 
—instead of adding the jack from 
the pile to the meld on the table 
—I put the complete discard pile 
in my hand! 


"The opponents said that all of 


the cards from the discard pU> 
were considered penalty cards, I 
said that the cards were not really 
mixed in rr.y hand. 
They were 


therefore not penally cards. 


"The opponents insisted that 


once the cards were in my hand, 
they were considered mixed with 
my hand. Were they right? Did 
they have a right to apply this 
very severe penalty ?" 


The cards should be considered 


mixed as socn as they get into a 
pla\er's hand but the severe pen- 
alty should not be applied in a 
case of this kind. This la-.v was 
meant to penalize a player who 
picked up the discard pile when 
it v.as not at all clear that he had 
a right to do so. 


Howeier, \\hen it is perfectly- 


clear to everybody that you are 
entitled to the discard pile, no 
penalty should be applied. I should 
point out that It does no harm, 
and often saves a great deal of 
trouble, if you meld the top card 
Ct Ui« discard pUa btiore putting 


a single card of the pile into your 
hand- 


Some players, realizing that this 


procedure allows everybody to see 
the next-to-top card of the discard 
pile, have a special way of taking 
the pile. After setting down the 
cards necessary to take the pile, 
they remove the D;le from the 
tray and turn it over on the table 
face down. "Hiey then extract the 
top card of the pile (which is now 
the bottom of the pile) and add it 
to the meld. AVhea the meld has 
been seen by all players, they then 
put the rest of the discard pile in 
their hands- • • •
